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DETAILED ACTION 

1 . The amendment filed on 9/1 3/2006 has been entered. 

2. The text of those sections of Title 35, U.S. Code not included in this action can be found 
in a prior office action. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

3. Claims 8 and 10 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by Promec (EP 
1,209,103 - cited by applicant). 

Promec discloses a machine for orienting, straightening and aligning plastic vessels or 
bottles, comprising: 

□ A hopper (1) for randomly loading the vessels or bottles, said hopper having a 
rotating cylindrical wall (See Figure 3) carrying on its external face a plurality of 
cradles (8 - See Paragraph 30) with below-placed discharging channels (See 
Paragraph 30); 

□ A carousel (9) with a plurality of separators defining vertical channels or openings 
that receive the vessels or bottles from said discharging channels (See Paragraph 3 1); 
and 

□ A mechanical speed gear (See Paragraph 43) for changing a ratio of a number of 
rotations of said carousel with respect to a number of revolutions of said cylindrical 
wall, wherein said mechanical speed gear comprises: 

o Two idle toothed wheels (22 and 23) on a first motored shaft (21) that rotates 
the cylindrical wall (See Paragraph 44); 
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o A grooved wheel (24) that is between said two toothed wheels and that is 
keyed-in onto said first shaft (See Figure 3), said grooved wheel being 
movable between said two toothed wheels in an axial direction of said first 
shaft (See Figure 3), 
o Stakes (See Paragraph 49 - 22 engages with 23) on respective faces of said 
grooved wheel that are insertable into corresponding seats in said toothed 
wheels to drive said toothed wheels (See Paragraph 49) 
o Said toothed wheels being connected through chains (See Paragraph 45 - 
timing device) respectively to further toothed wheels (26, 28) that are keyed- 
in onto a second shaft (27a, 27b) 
□ A phase changer (27c) inserted onto said second shaft (27a, 27b) to change an angular 
position between said first shaft and said second shaft (See Paragraph 46). 

Allowable Subject Matter 

4. Claim 9 is objected to as being dependent upon a rejected base claim, but would be 
allowable if rewritten in independent form including all of the limitations of the base claim and 
any intervening claims. 

5. The following is a statement of reasons for the indication of allowable subject matter: 
Claim 9 recites a pneumatic cylinder that operates on a fork carrying two rollers, such that the 
rollers engage a groove on the grooved wheel. This claim limitation, in combination with the 
other limitations in the claim, was not found in the relevant prior art. 
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Response to Arguments 

6. Applicant's arguments with respect to claims 8-10 have been considered but are moot in 
view of the new ground(s) of rejection.

7. The prior art made of record and not relied upon is considered pertinent to applicant's 
disclosure.
